was intimated. Dis­ 
cussion on this subject 
yesterday 
failed to produce a single backer of 
the proposal. 
Broadcasters, engineers, m anufac­ 
turers and amateurs gave ominous 
warnings of the results that would 
follow extension of the ban 
below 
200 meters and above 500 
meters. 
This extension, it is claimed, would 
provide additional air channels for 
new stations. 
Broadcasters and manufacturers 
laim the public 
is satisfied 
with 
existing stations and does not want 
any 
more 
established. 
Engineers 
agree receving sets now on the m ar­ 
ket could not pick up stations oper­ 
ating below 200 meters. 
Those operating above 550 meters, 
they claim, would interfere with S. 
O. S., calls from distressed ships. 
Extension 
below 200 meters would 
drive out amateurs, spokesmen 
for 
this group claim. 
While considering the question of 
the space between wave lengths, the 
commission also had before it a pro­ 
posal by E. A. Beane, commerce de­ 
partment supervisor for the Chicago 
district, for elimination of interfer­ 
ence.

The Indiana bituminous coal oper­ 
ators’ association received the pro­ 
posal today, of the district 
mine 
workers’ organization for a confer­ 
ence to attempt to negotiate their 
differences. 
The proposal has not yet been re­ 
ferred to Phil Penna, secretary 
of 
the operators’ association, but will 
he transmitted to him during 
the 
day, according to William Blakeley, 
his seeertary. Penna is ill at his 
home here. 
Blakeley held little hope for re­ 
sults from a conference should 
it 
be arranged. He pointed out that at 
the recent annual meeting of the op­ 
erators the stand of its wage com­ 
mittee at the Miami conference was 
endorsed and that the mine workers, 
in their proposal showed little indi­ 
cation that they were willing to give 
up any of their original demands.
